HENRY FORD IS 
SUBJECT OF TALK 
BY EDWIN C. HILL 


Radio News Commen­ 
tator Discusses Life 
Of Detroit Motor 
Magnate. 


BEGAN FACTORY 
AT THE AGE OF 40

C. 
Hill, 
prom inent 
news com­ 
mentator, on the life of Henry 
Ford and his connection with the 
automotive industry, given over 
the Columbia broadcasting sys­ 
tem on June 14, have been re­ 
ceived by Plank and Bell, Gettys­ 
burg Ford dealers, from whom re­ 
prints may be had.

“Good evening, everyone. .. . Who 
is the richest m an in America to­ 
day. 
Is it John 
D. 
Rockefeller, 
Junior, who holds the reins over the 
great Rockefeller . lo rtune ? 
Is IL 
Andrew’ J. Mellon, w ith his far­ 
flung interests? 
Or is it that re­ 
markable personality 
who 
is 
re­ 
sponsible for so m any tremendous 
developments in this country out­ 
side of mere automobile building? I 
mean, of course, none other than 
Henry Ford, Henry 
Ford 
whose 
magic touch drew half a million 
people to Pontiac’s old city of De­ 
troit—that city by the lake, which 
has such a picturesque and colorful 
history. 
Henry Ford who was the 
first to raise the price of labor and 
nail it to the higher levels. 
Henry 
Ford, who is such a curiout and ar­ 
resting mixture of simplicity and 
shrewdness, of extraordinary busi­ 
ness acumen 
and 
pure 
idealism. 
Henry Ford, the inspired mechanic 
of the old days, a wizard with ma­ 
chines, yet a poet a t heart, if ever 
there was one. P erhaps as fine an 
outstanding 
exam ple 
of 
clean, 
straightforward Am ericanism as we 
have seen in the ranks of big busi­ 
ness over the sweep of all the years 
of 
America’s 
industrial 
develop­ 
ment. He is, if figures don’t lie. the 
only American billionaire, the only 
rich man who can set down his for­ 
tune in more than nine figures. He 
is the only toweringly rich man 
who has kept clear of Wall Street 
and of the often devious manlpula 
tions of high finance. 
Tile Ford 
fortune, which may aggregate a bil­ 
lion and a quarter, taking the worth 
of his company and the personal 
fortunes of himself and his son, 
Edsel, is undoubtedly one 
of 
the 
cleanest and most respectable for 
tunes that was ever built up by 
genius, perseverance and foresight. 
It was built up as th e natural re­ 
ward of giving the people what they 
wanted without taking from the 
people more than a fair and meas­ 
ured profit. 
And the story of its 


At 16 he quit school without the 
customary 
notice, either to 
the 
authorities or to 
his father, and 
took him self to Detroit to work in 
a steam engine 
shop at $2.50 
a 
w’eek. 
His first financial problem 
j was to find a way to pay $3.50 week­ 
ly board on a salary of $2,50, and he 
solved it by working for a jew’eler 
at night for which he received $2, 
making in all $4.50 a week for a 15- 
hour day. T he going was hard and 
when his father held out to the 
prodigal the lure of 40 acres of 
farming land, young Henry forsook 
his grand schem e of turning out 50 
cent tim epieces and went back to 
turning up the rich Michigan soil. 
He danced and he skated, two rec­ 
reations of which he still is very 
fond. 
He husked the corn and he 
w’ooed and won Clara Bryant, a girl 
of the neighborhood. 
He married 
at 24 and apparently was in the 
groove set ap art for tolerably suc­ 
cessful farm ers. 
But the virus of 
the city was in his blood, and there 
there was no cure for him. Neither 
the entreaties of Mrs. Ford nor of 
his friends could deter him when the 
chance presented itself of a job in 
Detroit at $45 a month. Young Ford 
rented the farm , took the job and 
within six m onths’ time was get­ 
ting $150 a month, big money in 
those days out there, as an engi­ 
neering superintendent. Right fiere, 
we find th a t many of the sayings 
and the policies which have created 
talk and controversy in late years 
are really the fruits of his own ex­ 
perience and his own methods in 
these early years. 
For 
example, 
when this m an of half a billion dol- 


origin and its growl h is to me one 
of the mast fascinating stories in 
all the annals of this land of oppor­ 
tunity. 
There were 12 m en in it at the 
beginning and the beginning was 
30 years ago, June 16. 1903. to be 
exact. Eleven of them had money, 
the twelfth had only an idea. But 
Malcomson, the coal m erchant, had 
faith in the tw elfth m a n s idea and 
he started the subscription list. His 
clerk, Jim Couzens, came forward 
with his savings of $900 and anoth­ 
er $100 borrowed from his sister . . . 
James Gray, a friend of Malcom- 
son's chipped in w ith $10,000, for 
which they elected him president of 
the company. 
C harles 
Woodhall, 
Malcomson’s bookkeeper, risked his 
thousand dollars.

Bennett, a worker 
for

company. 
Albert Strelow, a car­ 
penter, put his life’s earnings of 
$5,000 into the venture and rent 
ed his shed as the first factory. The 
Dodge Brothers. Jo h n F. and Hor 
ace E., agreed to build 650 motors 
in their machine shop and to take 


Jars and more says that money is 
the most useless thing in the world 
and th a t w ealth should be measur­ 
ed only by production, it is difficult 
to question his sincerity. Certainly 
money 
never 
figured 
in 
Henry 
Ford’s calculations 
In 
his 
early 
manhood. 
And it was young Fore­ 
man Ford W’ho cut down the work­ 
ing day in D etroit Edison from 12 
to eight hours, although he himself 
continued the 12-hour schedule. 
At this tim e in his career the will 
o' wisp of cheap watches had been 
crowded out of his fancy by still 
another phantom , that of a per­ 
fected 
and 
economical 
horseless 
carriage. 
He built his own home 
and auth it a workshop, which shed 
came to be the bane of Mrs. Ford’s 
existence. 
Henry might disregard 
the rem arks and looks of the neigh­ 
bors who w’ere saying or indicating 
that he was an inventor with bats 
in his belfry, but it began to get 
on Mrs. Ford's nerves. Yet, Henry 
kept at it, and one rainy morning 
a buggy fram e, mounted on four 
bicycle wheels and powered by a 
tw’o-cylinder engine, chugged 
out 
of th a t workshop and rolled down 
the avenue and back under its own 
power. H enry Ford had triumphed, 
but the fight had just begun for 
him. For eight years he kept at his 
experim ents and in 1899 he found 
himself vice-president and general 
m anager of a company at $150 a 
month. 
How’ever. his backers In 
sisted on high-priced cars. 
They 
would not see eye to eye with the 
persistent and 
imaginative 
Ford 
who would not be convinced th a t 
horseless carriages were meant to 
be toys for millionaires only, while 
the bicycle built for two remained 
the average m an's necessity. There­ 
fore Henry was on his own again 
in the year 1902, and the 39th of his 
life. T he world, it seemed, was not 
beating any foot-path to his door. 
It was up to him to carry the battle 
to the country, 
to do something 
spectacular to bring attention to his 
products and his idea, and so he 
evolved the first of a long series of 
brilliant publicity ideas. 
He set to 
work in a one-story brick shed and 
evolved two racing cars, each of 
four cylinders, one—the ‘‘999.’’ and 
the other the “Arrow." 
The race 
was the thing in those days and 
caused a good deal more excitement 
and interest than it does now, de­ 
spite our Sir Malcom Campbell and 
the M em orial Day Races in Indian­ 
apolis. 
T he goodly crowd of De­ 
troiters laughed at Henry when he 
rolled his “999’’ out on live track to 
do battle with the celebrated Alex­ 
ander W inton, pioneer builder. But 
sneers turned to cheers, for Ford 
not only won the race but his “999” 
was never beaten. 
He. himself, 
drove in the races, but he was will­ 
ing to relinquish that part of the 
game to a daredevil bicycle rider 
from St, Louts none other than the 
renowned Barney Oldfield. 
Barney 
Oldfield, first of the pseed demons 


few m en have ever done, and the 
Ford assembly line grew to gigantic 
proportions. The workers standing 
shoulder to shoulder and having all 
th e parts delivered to them on con­ 
veyors waist high, put on the fend­ 
ers and polished the doorknobs so 
well th a t the next year, 1915, saw 
the production of the one m illionth 
Ford. 
In 1919 the Fords, father 
and son Edsel, who had become 
president of the company, bought 
out the minority stockholders for 
the sum of $70,000,000, which gave 
them the entire outfit, lock, stock 
and barrel. 
And the *628.000,000 
Ford company today is theirs w ith­ 
out 
bonds, 
stocks 
or 
borrowed 
m oney outstanding against it. 
T he staggering Ford figures can 
hardly be termed dull. 
In 1927 the 
fifteen millionth car waa produced. 
Between 1903 and 1919 the comany 
paid 96 millions dollars in dividends 
and between 1917 and 1924 its prof­ 
its am ount to $526,441,951. 
Avail­ 
able reports give the year 1925 as 
the high water year in 
the 
net 
value of the company which was re­ 
ported then as $724,913,568. 
H enry Ford has stated in the fol­ 
lowing fashion the principles upon 
w hich he operates his business: 
First—An absence of fear of the 
future or veneration of the past. 
One who fears the future, who fear* 
failure, limits his activities. Failure 
is only the opportunity to begin 
m ore Intelligently again. 
There is 
no disgrace in honest failure; there 
is disgrace in fearing to fall. 
What 
is past is useful only as It suggects 
ways and means of progress. 
Second—A disregard of competi­ 
tion. 
Whoever does a thing best 
ought to be the one to do it. 
It is 
crim inal to try to get business away 
from another man — criminal 
be­ 
cause one is then trying to lower, 
for personal gain, the condition of 
o n e s fellowmen—to rule by force 
instead of by intelligence. 
Third—The putting of service be­ 
fore profit. 
Without a profit busi­ 
ness cannot extend. There is noth­ 
ing inherently wrong about making 
a profit. 
Well-conducted business 
enterprise cannot fail to return a 
profit, but profit must and inevitab­ 
ly will come as a reward for good 
service. 
It cannot be the basis—it 
must be the result of service. 
Fourth — Manufacturing 
is 
not 
buying low and selling high. 
It is 
the process 
of 
buying 
material* 
fairly and, with the smallest addi­

T ins sum of course, 
does not include the personal for­ 
tunes of the Fords. 
These two anniversaries, the one 
of Hie company and the other Mr 
Ford s close approach to the biblical 
three score and ten, prompted me 
to make this study of the career of 
this amazing m an. 
It savors little 
of tile Horatio Aiger or the usual 
success story. 
He was not a pool 
boy. 
His father. 
William 
Ford, 
born in Cork, Ireland, 
of 
English 
descent, emigrated to 
America 
in 
1847 and went to I arm ing in Green­ 
field. Michigan; m arried Mary Llt- 
ogot. of Dutch-A m er lean parentage. 
On their 300 acre farm Henry was 
born July 30, 1863 
His mother died 
when he was a boy of 12, and about 
the time th at he was showing a 
keen interest in things mechanical 
Watches fascinated him 
When lie 
was 13 he took one apart, put it to­ 
gether again, and soon he became 
Hie unofficial and unpaid watch fix­ 
er of the com m unity.

did run faster than most any others 
and O ldfield’s famous cigar cocked

Ford M otor company. 
For th e next lo years Henry Ford 
was busy at his knitting, completely 
out of the public eye and the public 
press. 
He Just made automobiles. 
1,708 two-cylinder affairs in

first year, and he studied engines 
and experim ented. He was down in 
Palm Beach in 1905 for the races. A 
costly French car was wrecked, a 
tangled 
m ass 
of 
shattered 
and 
twisted m etal, all save one small 
piece 
Ford picked up that piece 
from the sands and marveled th at 
a m etal so light could, alone of all 
the others, withstand the shock of 
the snm sh-up and come out wliole. 
He learned th at it was u French 
steel called vanadium, not made in 
tins country. 
But he set out ta see 
that it was made in this (w intry 
and he m ade it the basis of his fa ­ 
mous Model T. 
In 1906 he gained 
control of his company by buying 
out the Malcomson interest, winch 
give him 51 per cent of the stock 
Tliree years later, in 1909, he used 
that control to force upon his re ­ 
luctant associates Hie principle of a 
standardized car under mass pro­ 
duction. 
And tins he summed up J
